Lot number 38 was settled by Capt. William Johnson (on half pay). He married 
in Lower Canada previous to his coming here, to a Widow McCoy, who had 
three children by the Capt. Robert, her eldest son, left home, and went to 
New Spain (as it was then called). Samuel and Ann came to the wilderness 
with their parents, Samuel married Miss Amarilla Hawley, daughter of Jeptha 
Hawley, Esq. She had a large family. She is dead, but her husband still 
lives, Ann married Matthew Clark, eldest son of Robert Clark, Esq. She is 
still living. Mr. Johnson was many yeays Colonel of the Addington Militia, 
and a Justice of the Peace. His wife died and he married a Widow Murray, 
from Niagara, They have both been dead many years, He left his property to 
his first wife's grandson, William Johnson McCoy, who married the daughter 
of the Colonel's last wife, Miss Hlizabeth Murray, He sold his farm to 
Charles Cheshire, Esq., a retired officer of the Navy (an Englishman), He 
is dead, and the farm is now occupied by Mr. William Batt, his son-in-law, 
from Ireland, Thus have the farms passed into the hands of strangers.
